Cross accounts, designed to let the 
new administration kno' 'just how 
he funds of th: society are being 
landled, -there was a flutter among

.tand and misinterpret" the 
facts 


evealed by its owu audit. 


To prevent such a misfortune, the 


led Cross decided to confront the 
government audit with an "indepeir- 
,ent audit" of its own. Forthispur- 
iose it is said to'' have requested 
hat the federal reserve board as- 
ign an accountant to go over the 
xioks. The board respectfully de- 
lined to have anything to do -with 
he task. Several other public and 
emi-public accounting_ bureaus like- 
wise refused to touch it. 


An auditor from

egretted his assignment. . In a re- 
ent talk with intimate friends he 
s said to have remarked that while 
he public is richly entitled to know

The Red Cross, it appears, has 


it this time 530,000.000 on deposit 
n a few large banks in the United 
States. Its new 'drive' aims to col- 
ect another fund of. 8100,000,000. 
his organization conies to ?1,000,- 
100. 
Its highest paid 
officer re- 


ceives some $30,000 yearly; part of 
it as salary, part in the form of a 
home dwelling, S5.000 for 
'home 


maintenance,' and the rest for other 
justifiable purposes.' 


Two main complaints are made 


by thise who dislike the 
present 


status and activities of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. The first and old- 
est complaint is made by the war 
and navy departments, whose per- 
manent staffs desire to extend and 
improve the military 
and 
navai 


hospital sen-ices, and who fear this 
will never be adequately 
done so 


long as public attention and funds 
arc diverted to the semi-private and 
largely irresponsible Red Cross so- 
ciety. 


The other complaint ha? to do 


with the alleged commercial activi- 
ties _ of the hundreds of Red Cross 
officials who are stationed in nearly 
every part of the globe. Certain of 
these agents are said to be acting 
virtually as business agents either 
for firms with v,-hic ht'ncy were as- 
sociated before enterinc' the 
Red 


Cross or for banking and other in- 
terests in the United States.

This lecture, be it known,, has 


never before been given -outside of

Farmer Gets Photos. 


Prof. Snow has obtained all of 


the lantern slides of snow flakes 
from William W. A. Bentley, '• a 
fanner in Vermont. 


"This farm boy leads an idea] ex- 


istence," said Prof. Snow. "In the 
sumwtr he earns a livingf for his 
widowed mother on the farm. 
In 


the- winter he makes a 
scientific 


study of snow flakes. 


"He has cut a' hole in the roof of 


'his house, and through this hole ths 
snow flakes flutter, alighting on a 
table covered with.black paper. He 
studies them' quickly under the mic- 
roscope, picks out the perfcqt flakes, 
arid Ehptpgraphs^them.1 
''"As soon is a~ snow'flake alights 
it begins to'evaporate.. Within five 
minutes'it is mutilated ty, evapora- 
tion, .so Mr. Bentley has-to. work 
quickly.'- . For .every 
one that is 


photographed, 20 are'rejected. ' 


Storms Mar Crystal*. 


"Severe storms do not deposit per. 


feet smow flakes, as the'1 crys'talg 
are mutilated by contact with one 
another during, the • storms. 
The 


most perfect .flakes are 
obtainec 


from certain edges of storms going 
in certain directions. 
Mr. Senile; 


has collected 3,800 photographs of 
snow flakes, no two of which are 
alike." 


Snow flakes in this lecture are 


flashed on the screen, enlarged from 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter 
to 6 or 8 feet.. 


Every snow flake is a wonderful 


hexagonal pattern, so intricate in its 
detail that it would take a day for 
an expert to copy just one. 


As Prof. Snow puts snow flake 


after snow flake on the screen, the 
differences seemed uncanny. 


"Nobody has ever seen two snow 


flakes alike," 
said 
Prof. Snow 


"When one considers that the snow 
flakes that Mr. Bentley has spent 
years in photographing could all be 
contained in a tablespoon of water, 
and then considers all of the snow 
that falls in-Wisconsin, or the Unit- 
ed States, the oceans, the 'polar reg- 
ions, and the whole world, one's 
thought is brought almost to infin- 
ity.

Clouds Arc Factors. 
winter nearly all snow flakes 


had straight lines running throug-h 
them. The plain hexagonal crystals 
come from hazy clouds high in the 
air, five miles up. Low clouds which 
scutter over v the hill tops , deposit 
crystals with almost no centers at

"How do these snow flakes all 


Jiappen to be different?".Prof. Snow 
was aeked. 


"My belief is ..that the first'mole- 


cule of water that is crystalized as 
the center of the flake has a per- 
sonality that makes the flake forin 


a certain manner 'and requires 


all six arms of .the. flake, to. be al- 
most exactly alike,"'he said. "This 
jersor.ality of the heart of the snow 
lake makes each 
flake 
different, 


ust as no two persons are exactly 
alike, even Siamese 'twins."

The following letter has been re- 


ceived by The Capital Times from 
H. J. Mitchell, a federal prisoner 
who is being held for trial in the 
county jail. 
Mitchell is 
charged 


with "having 
violated the 
liquor 


laws. 
To the Editor: 


On the 19th day of May, 191S, 
I quit a splendid job -working in a 
machine shop making Government 
machinery for the war, receiving a 
salary of $5.00 a day and a com- 
mission. 
I quit this job to answer the call 


that this grand and glorious land 
of the free and home of the brave 
sent out for men to fight the great 
Battle for freedom. 
I gave all I 


had to the U. S. flag and served it 
faithfully and was discharged with 
an excellent honorable discharge at 
the end of the war and started for 
home on the 31 day of May, 1919, 
with very little money in my pock- 
ets. 
I got home which is in St. 


Paul, Minn., and then I spent many 
a weary day looking 
for 
work. 


After looking about- 2 months 1 lo- 
cated a job. It was hard work and 
long hours and all it 
paid 
was 


$18.00 a week, seven days a week. 
I worked hero all summer. In the 
fall, I took sick and was laid up 
most of the Winter. Along towards 
spring I started to take up odd 
jobs d<»nS plumbing work which I 
am very handy at, and worked all 
summer at it. 
Last fall I took a 


jo-b, the only job in sight for me. 
This job was in Deer Park, Wis., 
putting in a water system for a 
farmer. I received very little mon- 
ey on this job. I just.lived and 
that was all but we got to live as 
life was given us to live. 


The man that I worked for was 


a man who handled a lot of the so- 
called booze. After he seen it was 
getting hot for him, he made his 
get-away. So after be left I wen' 
hom'e to' my folks. Later on the 
U. .S. federal men placed me under 
arrest here in Madison, Wis., charg- 
ed with running booze. They have 
nothing tb go by but still they re- 
fused to give me justice. 


The man they should have herf 


is the man that made the money anc 
left the country. They had to make 
a showing in the eyes of the pub- 
lic and they put an innocent man 
behind the bars to do it. 


I have heard it said thai the 


Government treats these returnee 
soldiers with respect but here is one 
that is not getting treated at all 
The man I worked for is nothing 
but a slacker. He never seen serv- 
ice as I have and he is in the draft 
age. 
Wlhen I enlisted in the U. S 


marina corps I was 18 years old 
but I went because they needed me 
but now the very flag I fought for 
and Save all I had to it is trying to 
take the only thing away from me 
that I have and that is my liberty. 
They call this the land of the free 
and justice. I know that is wbat 
we fought for but are we getting 
it? 
No. 


All the men are asking for is 


their freedom and a chance to work 
but this great country as they call 
it is denying us that small privil- 
ege. 
I am writing this to the pub- 


lic as I wish, .the public to know the 
facts as to how/ they are. treating 
the men who fought for them and 
you.

unusually heavy, according to the re- 
cords of' the weather bureau. It; 
would be more appropriate- to sayS 
"May 
showers bring June flowers,"1 


for the rainfall during May is, as a 
rule, heavier than during April, 


During the past ten years there 


:ave been but two Aprils which have 
i>een "wetter" than the' following 
May. 
One was April, 1920, when 


3.43 inches of rain fell, as compared 
with 2.51 in May of that year; and 
n 1916, when April showed 3.51 and 
May 2.38 inches. 


Tbe dryest April in the past 'ten 


years was in 1915, when only .92 of 
an inch fell; the wettest in 1916, 
T.'hen the rainfall measured 3.51. 


The drycst May over the 
same 


>eriod occurred in 1916, when April 
vas the wettest, the rainfc!! for May 
being only 2.38. 
The wettest May 


was in 3913, when the precipitation 
neasured 6.63 inches. 


According to figures compiled by 


Sric Miller, in charge of the wcatb> 
>r bureau here, the normal for April 
s 2.38, while 3.62 is' normal for 
tfay. 


The wettest 24-honrs since 1880 


occurred in 1909, April 17-18, when 
2.17 inches of rain fell. 
The wet- 


est day in the past ten years was 
flay 31 to Junp 1, when 1.98 inches 


The records show that, as a rule, 


May is warmer than April; but this 
rule was broken in 1915, when the 
average temperature was 54 in 
April and 51.8 in May.

Anyone who knows this simple 


and altogether charming lullaby by 
Bribing has made a good beginning 
to understanding and loving many 
parts of his four minor symphonies 
and other great works. 


Johannes Brahms (183S-1WT) was 


the last of the three towering com- 
posers of Germany—Bach, Beetho- 
ven and Brahms'. Brahms' life was 
an uneventful, 
even monotonous 


record of steady, devoted work. He 
never married, nor had any serious 
love affairs as far as anyone knows, 
and yet he wrote some of the most 
beautiful love songs. 
He had no 


great sorrows that we know of, and 
yet he produced choral works ex- 
pressing intense grief. He seemed 
to be a student of life, who express- 
ed not his personal feelings of life, 
but those of humanity in general. 


This lullaby reflects both the love 


for children which led him to pub- 
lish among his first works 
folk 


songs, which he had arranged for 
the children of Robert Schumann, 
and also his great delight in all folk 
nrasia.

This legislature came into being at a time when the people 


were sweating under burdens such as had not been endured in a 
generation.

Instead, word comes from the nation's capitol that a con- 


spiracy is in the making to shift the burden of taxation from 
ihe shoulders oHhosc best able to pay to the shoulders of those 
least able to pay.

Here a legislature, in violation of solemn platform 
pledges made last fall, has been sending to defeat nearly every 
piece of legislation that will seek to justly equalize the burden 
of taxation and will afford some measure of relief to the common 
people of this state.

Four months have passed by and from the assembly or the 


senate of this legislature have come nothing of importance in 
behalf of the people. The lobbyists for the big interests have 
worn contented looks throughout the session. They have had 
but little to fear from this legislature. 


The people have not forgotten the story that was told them 


when their votes were being solicited last fall. There was much 
TALK then of the legislative relief that would be directed at the 


profiteer; they were told that taxes would;be levied on the policy 
of ability to pay; they were told that legislation would be enacted 
that would give aid to the farmer and the laborer; railroad 
workers were told that they would be given protection against 
the hazards of their work. 


Today, this legislature is answering roll calls that repudiate 


and make mockery of the solemn pledges that were given to the 
people last fall.

Tomorrow, in the senate, the Severson bill for the removal 


of the secrecy clause on income ta*es"will be up for considera- 
tion. 


On Thursday, in the assembly, the Dahl taxation measure, 


which seeks to distribute the tax burdenMn conformity with 
platform pledges made last fall will be up for consideration.

Two years ago the influence of the profiteers of the state 


defeated the Severson secrecy clause bill. 


We are hearing considerable these days about the "rights 


of the public,"—that is we hear such talk when it will help the 
big fellows. We hear considerable about certain interests being 
at all times "willing to lay their cards on the table." 


How quickly, however, do these same interests fight any 


effort that will compel them to deal honestly with the public. 
Business in these days has no right to say that it is private and 
that the public is not entitled to a statement of its dealings with 


the public. The public is entitled to'know whether a man or 
group of men are charging fair prices on the necessities of life 
or whether they are charging profits that are unlawful. 


If the public ha» RIGHTS it also has the RIGHT to obtain 


EVIDENCE on which it can reach a just and fair decision to all 
concerned. At present, however, even the marketing commis- 
sion can not go to the tax commission and obtain information on 
which it can wage a fight against the profiteers. The marketing 
commission, one agency of the state, may have reason to believe 
that an individual or group of individuals are making profits 
that are criminal and unlawful. And yet the tax commission, 
another agency of the state, wifl protect these profiteers against 
any examination at the hands of the marketing commission by 
refusing to give any information contained in the statement of 
income.

Why is it that the J>5g interests of the state bitterly fight 


any attempt to give the public full information on incomes in 
this state? Is it because, there are powerful interests in this 
state that do not want the public to know of the exploitation 
that is being practiced? Why do they demand SECRECY when 
an effort is made to acquaint the public with the real situation. 


Has the public any rights where privilege and wealth are 


concerned? Or is this talk of the "rights of the public" a pretty 
phrase to use when it will serve the big interests in smashing 
organizations of the laboring man and the farmer? 


The roll call on this measure in the senate will serve to show 


those who are lined up with the profiteers and those who are 
with the people. 


The Dahl measure in the assembly, up for a vote on Thurs 


day, seeks to redeem pledges made to the people in the republi- 
can platform adopted here last fall. 


The Dahl measure does not INCREASE ta«* It EQUAL- 


IZES them. With the increasing tax burdens of the past few 
years IhTtendency has been to shift the increasing load on 
J oSryand real estate. Income ha, not been taxed propor- 
Sately with real eatale. Consea^fr the farmers and ^ 
common people of the state have felt the heavy hand of 
tea, 


tion laid upon them with increasing weight. 


The republican platform adopted last fall said: 
"Taxes should be levied in proportion to the ability topay, 


and should be raised upon a just and equitable basis as between 
the property tax and the income tax. This does not contem* 
plate an increase in the total tax, but, justice demands a read, 
jiistment of our taxation systems." 


The Dahl measure seeks to so adjust income tax schedules 


in the state as to make income bear its fair proportion of the 
burden with property. It is a measure that seeks to prevent 
an unfair burden being placed on the fanner and the small home 
owner of the state.

The big interests of the state are here in fuH force seeking 


to defeat this measure. 


The lineup on this measure will again show, in the assem- 


bly, the forces that are lined up with the big interests and those 
that are lined up with the people. 


Is this legislature going to adjourn without having any- 


thing to its credit for lightening the burden of the common man 
of this state? Are the platform pledges made last fan to be 
treated as mere "scraps of paper."
